AS the Efteem we have for the Writings of an 
admired Author naturally leads us into an 
enquiry concerning his Country and perfbnal 
Charadier, together with the Time and Cir- 
cumftances of his Life ; lo we generally receive the belt 
information in thefe particulars from fome paflages in 
the fame Writings that engaged our Curiofity. How- 
ever the JncUnts may vary in their Accounts, Option 
himfelf; in dedicating his Halieuticks to Severus and his 
Son CdracaBaj has afcertain'd the time in which he wrote 
his firft Piece ; and becaufe we find him only in this 
Poem complimenting both Father and Son as then 
reigning with joynt Power, and the fame Reaibns that 
firft moved him to write obliged him to be as ipeedy 
as poflible in his application to his Royal Patrons : 'tis 
hignly probable he prefented this Piece, and this only, 
to Severus in that Emperour s Life time. li^UerJbufiiSy 
the moft learned Editor of his Works, has made a great 
flip in fixing his Birth in the reign of Severus ; which

taking in only the compafs of eighteen years, it is 
very unlikeiy he fhoald at fuch an ag^ finifh fo cont- 
pleat a Poem. We muft fuppo(e then that he might 
be born in the fornier part oi Commoduss Reign ; which 
cannot be charged With the like atrfurdity as the for- 
mer Opinion. 

All who (peak of him ( except Suidas ) agree that he 
was born at AnaMrbm^ a City of Cilicia ; which place 
likewife gave birth to thplb eminent Fhyficians Jtfcld^ 
ptades and Diofctftides. Suidds incfced makes him a Na- 
tive i^Corycus; but Ofpian refutes that himfelf in the 
third Halieutick by diftinguiffiing his Countrymen from 
their neighbours the Cerycians. His Father jfgefilaus 
was a mam of wealth and %M:c itf jfnaTgirBm; but 
being a reftrved atod pfafflofopnical peifon, whtn *i>- 
veruiy taking a progrefs through Cilicia^ made his en- 
trance into that City^ he avoided the hurry and fati- 
j of that Sroletfinity, and ho|yciJ ffls Stodtes mfeht 
6 excufed the formafity of tendance. But Seve^ 
rttSy a Prince of a rough and fe^ickms temper, toflk tMs 
ii an inftancc o^potoxm^i and refented his hoh-ap- 
peiarance fo far as to btnifli the eM OetttlttWittt ittta 
the Ifiatid of Mb/har. The pi<«rt Son cttiild mt de- 
fert his Father render this unhappy citcmtiftanQg^ btrt 
vOftmtarily accorttpinied Irirhr hi mi ExHc; PerflAf*? it 
^s to tJris mektichofly Retirenaittt that we are xir- 
dicbted for one of the fincft Remams of Antlcjorty; 
indeed it too often hapj)ens that the noHtft PitwRr- 
Arons tff great Wits, are owittg to the tmsfbrtunes^ of 
their Authors. Men. of g^ilant Spirits fraftrite the 
maBcioiis intent? lof Foittme, aad fay the fbundationt 
of their Glory m E)ifeppoi<rtmeni«. Twis thus F^ffi 
and Horace were iitttdduccd into tfie acquaintance of 
the M^fisj who made Alaigxfim then: Patron,, and P6- 
fterity then: Admirers. Ofphm had doubtleft been ett- 
gaged in thofe Diverfions he could deftribe fo weff,

with M keen a porfiiit aa other young Gentlemen of 
hiB age^ and perhaps with no other views; but Ad- 
verficy only could make them the material of his ftcH 
die8>. and Kfine his Recreations into Poetty. 

In. the. time of his Baniibment having leiftire and op« 
portunity, both by reading ^nd experience^ to coh 
quire into the Nature of Animals, he compoied three 
Foema, each containing five Booksy of the Nature, 
and.feveral kinds of B/bis^ B$afit^ and Bifds^ and 
the naander of taking them ; which itw or none had 
attempted in Verfe before. Epicb0irmus indeed and 
many befides had ftudiod the Nature of Animals ; and 
pthera had treated of the Arts ufed in Fiihing and 
Huntings but moft of them wrote after a dry man* 
ner, and contented themfelves with a bare recital of 
Names, without any thing Poetical in their Compofi* 
tionSf but the Veric; and none of them had ftrength 
of Centiufi fufficient; to take in the whole Subjed^ or 
wrote with that fublimiicy <^ thought, and accuracy of 
judgment, as our Author has done. 

Ofpim had doubtlefs perufed the Works of the An** 
cient Naturalifts, particularly thofe oiJrifiotley though 
be often difiers in opinion from that great Man, and 
ibmetimes difagrees with him m account of matters of 
flidt'y he has Mfides many Names and Relations of 
FifbiSy which are not to be found in Ariftatle% CoUc* 
dion, or in any other Naturalift. The laft Book of 
his f^mguicks (for it is certain he wrote five) is bfti 
of the HixeMtkkf there is is only a Greek Paraphrafo 
fiemaining ; thou^ the Learned have been long amu^^ 
fed with expecSiations of the Original Poem, which is 
/aid. to have lain concealed in the hatitm Libraries. 
But by ludcy chance we have his moft finiilied Piece the 
Hsliiuti^ks entire; and Time which, as St. William 
3m^ fays, like a J^v&y lets tbingt of vportb and weighs 
fiak attd be kfl^but carries with it the light and trijbngj

has yet wafted down to us this fblid and valuable Re- 
main of Antiquity. This, though the firft compofed, 
ieems to have been the moft laboured and corre(% of 
all his Writings : There appears left of youthiiil heat, 
and flafh of fancy, and greater depth of judgment in 
his Halieuticki than in his Cym^etick^ : The Compli- 
ment at the end of the former is more artificial and 
juft, and not ftretcht into iiich youthful flights as that 
in the beginning of the latter. Ofpian knew that it 
was this his firft Work on which all his hopes depended, 
his own, and ( what was much dearer to him ) his Fa- 
ther s Releafment. He therefore chofe an uncommon, 
though in itfelf a pleafant Subje<9: ; which he adorned 
with ail the Embellifhmcnts it was capable of receiving 
from a bright and luxuriant Fancy tempered with fbund- 
nefs and ftrength of Judgment, 

Oppian thought it much more honourable to merit 
his Releafe by fome valuable Work, than to endeavour 
to extort it by Prayer. In this he fliow'd a greater 
reach of thought than Ovid in thofe tedious Defcti* 
ptions of his Banijhment. Querulous people are gene- 
rally but little regarded; they leilen themfelves by 
their impatience, and give an uneaiinefs to the Hearer : 
but he who fings his own misfortunes has this difad- 
vantage by his Poetry, that all men will think thofe 
miferies, which can be fo artfully defcribed, to be little 
lefs than Fidion. Our Author was io cautious of this, 
that he takes care never to mention his own Exile; 
only once, when it was almoft unavoidable, he touches 
qpon the miferies of Banifhment, but with fo fine a 
turn, as (hews the delicacy of his tafte and exa&nefs 
of his judgment. Nor was he deceived in the hopes 
he haa entertained of pleafing the Emperour; for 
when, according to the cuftom of thofe times, he had 
in a publick Theatre recited his Halieuticisy Setferas 
jvas fo rayiflied with the Swectnefs of the Compofition^

and the Novelty of the Subjedly that he bid him ask 
what he would, nothing fliould be denied him. The 
pious Son had now an opportunity of obtaining all he 
defired, the reftoring his Father jfgefilans to his Liber- 
ty and Country. His infifting only on this, after fb ge- 
neral an offer, could not but very much increafe that 
efteem his perfbnal merit had before entitled him to.^ 
and that Prince not only granted him his reoueft, but 
prefented him with an additional reward or a * Stater 
of Gold for each Verft; a generous and princely Gra- 
tuity, and an handibme Compliment to modeft Worthy 
and Poetry. 

The Greeks Writers of his Life fay he writ many ad- 
mirable Poems, beiides thofe of Fijbingj Hunting and 
Fotvling i and Oppian himfelf informs us that he had a 
defign to do honour to his Country in an Epic Poem, 
of which he gives us a Specimen in his Defcription of 
the inundation of the Orentesj and the draining of that 
River by Hercules; at the conclufion of which ftory he 
thus exprefTes himfelf; 

* But when I fing my dcareft Country's praife. 
This Theme Ihall fhine in more exalted Lays, 
Mean while the Scenes of Sylvan Toil excufe. 
And hunting Arts engage the willing Mufe. 

Our Author had doubtlefs a Genius fufficient for 
1^: Poetry, but it is not probable he lived to begin, 
moch lefs to finifli that intended Work ; for fbon aner 
his ifavourable reception at the Court of Severuiy when 
being returned to his Country this unfortunate good

l^ bad begun to enjoy the pleaiiires of that liberty 
tJie 2i^Ju had obtained for hiitit he was feized with 
tlie Flaguei which put a period to his Life in the thtr* 
tieth year of his age* Thus^ died OppUn the iaft of the 
jimient Poets ; t\\c Citizens of Am^ariitsi were extrcam* 
ly conceroed at to irreco¥i9(able a lofs^ in bein^ depri- 
Yed of one who was ah'eady the Qory of his Nation. 
But nothing could be done more than to beftow die 
bigheft honours qq hi? FUioeral- To exprefs the hig^ 
Qfnmon they had of himi and what hopes they had con- 
ceived from {b promi/ing a Genmiy they erected him a 
Statue with this pompous Infcription.

As fot the other part of the Charafter of our Poet, 

which we have not in the Hiftorical Accounts of his 

Life, we may in a great meafurc draw it from his 

Writings. For though Quid and eatuBas would have 

tw believe tjhat lafcious Verfes are confiftent with per- 

fonal Chaftity ; yet it is certain one may give a (hrewd 

gueft at the Manners, Principles, and Difpofition of 

an Author, from the uniform Charader, and general 

Tendency of his Writings; becaufe every one makes 

choice of fuch Subjedis, and gives them fuch a turn 

as

as is moft agreeable to his own Temper. Now there 
is fuch an inartificial and unafiedied ftrain of Piety 
and Good Nature in every Page of oar Author's works^ 
as had we no Hiftory of bis life, would rtpttfciA him 
to us under the amiable Charafiier of a young Gentle- 
man of the livelieit Wit, fweeten'd with die moft en- 
g^ing Virtue, and ennobled by Religion. In ^ his 
Digr^oAs and Reflexions, he recommemls Virtue 
wtth ib agreeable an air, and diftountenances Vke af^ 
ter fb moving a manner, as (hows him to have been 
the kefigMl Man^ but far &Dm having the w^rfi natur'd 
Idufe. 

I could never find that Natnral Affedion, whidi the 
Qraki call 0^, (b well e«piieft in any Poet as him. 
His Similitudes and A8u6ons have almoft aQ a refe- 
i:ence to this; His Images are all made np of Piety^ 
Friendship, Gratitude and Innocence. No one ever 
better mi«: the Gentleman and the Philofbpher than 
iim Author has done. He fliews his Learning and £du« 
cation by many fine ^ays and Dmreffms^ but wrthoot 
the leaft afiedlation, and only when the Sobjed: re* 
ouires it. His hhrM KffieSiom are very fine and ju- 
cidous, as thofe on Sympathy^ Lwe^ ftaioujk^ bunum 
hdtfirjy the Nature jfMan^ and the like. His i^/i- 
p9u$ S$ntimintf^ confidering he was a Heathen, are ve- 
ry conipiCuaBe in his accoant cSPrmidBfue^ the NeceJ^ 
fily rfdivim jkd^ mid Mr Pmnjbmmts ttmt attend tie ^- 
ikm. Hi$fMefePky^ofgeedfenfeW2snot^^^ 
m timt uikter the miferies of Banifhmenc, he could 
leffaitt not only from railing a^ainft the Cruelty of 
othbrs^ but even from complainmg of his own Hard- 
fliips. As he was capable of improving every thing, 
lb»he made choice of a Subje<9: which though noble m 
it'sielf, was yet too much negleded (as it is now) by 
die PoetB of thofe days, who, either through want 
of reading, or deterred by the feeming diflSculty of 

ma- 
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managing it with fuccefs, would not undertake fo la* 
borious a Task. 

Natur^U Hiftory is a divine {peculation to the Reli- 
gious, and no lefs agreeable to the Curious ; as there 
IS no Subjed: more excellent in it's nature, or more capa- 
ble of being adorned, if it fall into able hands, fo 
there is none that refledis a greater honour on an Au- 
thor, or is more conducive to the ends of Poetry, the 
jDelight and Inftrudlion of the Reader. The glorious 
Dangers and Exploits of Heroes, the Splendour and 
Tiiumphs that attend Vidlory, which are the ufiial 
Subjedis of an Epic Poem, are things that we admire 
in common with the grofs of manKind ; but to trace 
the fbotfteps of Proviaence among inferiour ranks of 
Creatures, and to contemplate their conftant Regula- 
rity in promoting the ends of their Creation, is an 
Entertainment which only refined Underftandings are 
capable of relifhing. The Defign of an Epic Poet is 
either to enforce lome Political Maxim, or to pay an 
artful Compliment to his Prince and Country in the 
perfbns of their Anceftors : but the Naturalifi purfues 
a more noble end, while by pointing out the. Beauties 
of Nature, he imprints in our minds worthy and ration 
nal Notions of the Deity. Befides the Nature of his 
Subje<9: obliges him in a great meafure to avoid thofe 
Corruptions, which other Poets have introduced into 
the Heathen Theology, by engaging their Gods in, 
amorous Ihtrigues, Quarrels, and fometimes in a<3xia| 
War againft one anodier. The Deities of the Natu^ 
xalifiy each within his own Diftrid:, are employed in 
the Functions ufually afligned to their Natures, and 
promoting the good of the Univerfe in Subordination 
to Jupiter their Supreme ; which is allow'd to be the 
molt rational Syftem of the Heathen Divinity. 

'Tis one of the moft admirably Secrets in Poetry to 
heighten fmall things by a noble manner of Expref- 

fion^

(ion ; the meaner therefore any Subjed: is^ the more 
capable it is of being adorned. As there is a regular 
Gradation of created Beings from Man down to the 
loweft Vegetable, the Naturaiifi feems to have the 
advantage in a Sabjed; which is capable of being im- 
proved by borrowing it's Metaphors and Allufions from 
Objedis of a fuperiour Nature. His Trees and Plants 
are influenced with the paffions of Defire and Aver- 
iiony Toy and Grief; and his Animals feem to rival 
Mankind in their Virtues and Perfedions. The Na^ 
tuTMlifi and E^ic Poet borrow mutually from each 
other : the one, in majgnifying the Charader of his 
Hero, finds himfelf obliged to fetch his Companions 
fitim the mofl: remarkable Qualities of inferiour Crea- 
tures, the other, after a more eafy and natural man- 
ner, adds a dignity to his Subjed by alluding to the 
Hero. The Imagination is agreeably furprized at the 
figure the Vegetive Creation makes under the promo« 
tionr to which it is advanced by the daring Metaphors 
of the Poet : but in point of Inflrudion the Hiftory 
of Animals claims the preference. Thofe Faculties in 
the Souls of Brutes, which bear an Analogy to the 
WiU and Pa£Bons, and enable them to ad with a re* 
lemblance of the Virtues and Vices of Mankind, fiir* 
nilh the Poet with frequent occafions of infinuating 
the Precepts of Morality after the moft eafy and, per- 
iwafive manner. While he reprefents in the moft 
lively colours their natural Affedion and Piety, their 
fieneious Friendfhip, Courage, and Contempt of death^ 
he feems to upbraid Mankind either with the want of 
thofe Virtues, or not polTefling them in a far fuperiour 
degree. The Wife ft of Men^ when he bids the SluQjtrd 
go to tbo AfUj to^dtr her woNSy and be mfe^ by recom- 
inending to his imitation the parfimonious InfeBy ra« 
ther than the moft induftrious of his own Sfeciesj feems 
to imply that the fhame of being excelled by an infe-

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riouip Creature is, a» ftrongej? maUve to Virtue than the 
f»oft fliining Exannple. When we obferve the Dan- 
gefs\»qd Miichoefs the fame Animals expofe then^ 
feives to by their FpUy and Intemperance, we are 
convinced of a very ufeful Xrnth, that Mifery i» the 
fl^ttr^VMeiaofVice. ,

angoy with the ff^aUr Poets. Bs infparticular ridicules 
Smraef^rmSi and otiier Authors of Pifcatpry E^loffur ;

^iognes than ^ hts other Works, i^a/m feenis to 
#^pprove of t^m in general ^boj; the Reafoits. he 
giyes are but of litsle weight. Bysery one km»va that

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But to return to bur Author^thd Stile of OMiaH^s^ 
florid and copious, but always pure and unafledied; 
his £pithets are proper and expreffive, his Metaphors! 
daring, but always juft $ as BudrnVf^VL estprefies it, £t^ 
Mberat Oppianm tmrk verb$rum copid^ nmfint magn^^kn^ 
dare JhaefitUrum. Our Author has made choice of a 
Method peculiar to himfelf, and very proper for thcf 
Scibje<9:s he was about td- treat o^ in which he is exad: 
and uniform: his Poems of Fowling and Huntin^were 
daubdefs formed upon the fame I^lan with the Halieu^ 
tiekf. But aboVe*aO Offian is admirable^ in his &mli- 
ttuiesi no one afes them. more frequ^ntty^ or fets them 
off to greater advantage. As Simiiitudej are the moft 
lively Embellilhments^ and the ftrbngeft colours of 
Poetry, fo he knew they were absolutely neceflary to 
adorn a Subjed: fbmewhat out of the way, and per- 
haps not To pleafing to common Readers. ThougH 
I ownibme of his Companions feem to be a Httle far- 
letcht, and to have in them more of the Quainftneifs 
of the Modern^ than the Simplicity of the Ancieflts. 
From the judicious management of the Whole, the 
juftnefe and regularity of his Method, the brighthef s 
and delicacy ofhis Similitudes, Scaliger^ and from hini 
Dr. linnet are very pofitive that he had iread Vtmly 
mul bad taken cafe to be largely indebtid to him ; and (adds 
he) by not mi/employing thofe treafur^yhe hasjhovpn thaPhe 
deferved to borrom them. 1 do not deny but that it is 
probable Oppian had read fir^-y yet latli loth td do' 
my Author any infufttce,^ by afcribing his perfe^S^otKi^ 
rather to Imitation than Invention. ' . ' 

Another rnftance of 0/^/Ws Judgment is, that con* 
fidering himfelf as a NaturaUft as well as a Poet, he 
has carefully avoided the Recital of any fabulous Re- 
ports ; but on the contrary, has taken notice of, atid' 
rofuted many vulgar Errours. Sr. Thomas Brown cplii- 
mends Oppia$^ for his ftrid: regard to truth, when the

Profc^Writers of Nitural Hiftory are more extravagant 
in their Narrations. But for other FaUes which are 
extrinfick to the Hiftory of Nature, he has not fcrii- 
pled to make uie of them "to embellifii the Stpry^ and 
releive the Reader with an agreeable Digreffion ; his 
Fidions being fuch as are hardly ever to be met with 
in common Authors. 

OpptM^ as we have laid, having taken all imaginable 
care so write fomething that might laft to PoAenty, 
his Works accordingly met with a very favourable ac- 
ceptance among the Learned. &$/iatbius on Horner^ 
and the Scholiaffs on Theocritus^ Nicandefy and Lycopbrqn 
fpeak of him with, efteem, and often quote him as an 
Author of worth and credit.

The 
Richnefs of his Fancy and copious Expreffion maintain 
the Charad:er and Spirit of Oppumy even while he re- 
cedes from the Letter of the Original. His unfortu- 
nate Death preventing him from nnifhing his intended 
Work , I have attempted a Tranflation of the three 
laft Books, which are properly Halieuticksy and treat 
of the Art ofFtJbing.

AT the diftance of fifteen hundred years from 
the Time in which OfiPian wrote, and in a 
Country remote from tnofe Seas which were 
the Scene of his Poem, *tis but reafbnable 
that large allowances (hould be made to a Tranflator 
who is obliged to englifh the Greek names by which 
Fi/hes were diftinguifh'd, as they iwam fo many Cen- 
turies ago in the Mediterranean. He that reads tlie 
modern Ichtbyohgijts will find them very much divided 
in their opinions, and at a lofs to determine what 
Fiihes are meant from the ancient Accounts of 'em ; 
fo that whoever would be exad: in adjufting their 
Names, muft take the pains of comparing them to- 
gether, and not truft to a fingle Authority. 

As for thofe Fifhes which are common to the BriHJb 
and Mediterranean Sea, and whofe Quahties are fb re- 
markable that they leave us no room to doubt, fiich 
Names as are already made by ether Naturahfts as 
Mr. WiUougbbyj Grew and Charkton^ I have not fcrupled 
to make ufe of for genuine Endifli. As we have no 
proper Englip Words to exprels the Names of Fiflies 

un- 
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unknown to our Seas, I have been fometimes obliged 
to retain the Original Word, or to borrow Italian 
Names when they are more agreeable : fome of 'em 
I have defcribed by a kind of P^r/^/&r^/, and ventured 
to coin new Terms for others, agreeable to the Ety- 
mology of the Greek. Sometimes the different Sexes 
and Ages of a known 5/mV/ which have but one En^Jb 
Name, have different ones in the Greek y but this De- 
fed: is eafily fiipphed by the addition of a proper Epi- 
thet. Several Fifhes take their Names from Land- 
Animals, on the account of fome accidental Mark or 
Property, without any Regard to their Shape or fpe- 
cifick Nature. For (as Sr. Thomas Brown righty ob- 
ferves) *tis a vulgar Errour to fiippofe that there arc 
Fifhes in the Sea analogous, to all Creatures on the 
Land. In the following Catalogue it would be need- 
lefs to give any account of Fifhes farther than would 
be neceflary for reading the Author ; fince fo many 
Ancients and Modems have written long Treatifes on 
this Sutwed: ; among the former, Ariftnle^ /Elian and 
Pliny, or the htterjtldrovandns^ 1{$ndeletySalvian^ Gejner^ 
Johnfion^ and above all Mr. W^ougbhy] yrho has not 
only given a nice and anatomical Defcriptipn of Filhcs, 
but alfo an exad reprefentation of their external Fi- 
gures. In obferving the prodigious Variety of their 
Shapes, and now excellently the parts of their Bodies 
are fitted to the ufes which Providence has ^[Uotted 
them for their prefervation, the Curious will find an 
agreeable Entertainment, and will at once difcovcr 
new Beauties in Nature, and the Deforiptions of oar 
Poet. 

Ojrpian^ in dividing his Fifhes with regard only to the 
different places of their feeding and ufiial Refort, in- 
tended only, as it is agreeable to Poetry, firfl: to lay 
the Scene before he proceeded to Adion. But with 
re^ed to the differences in the Make of their Bodies 
and their manner of Generation, Fifhes are divided
